Jhe Caucuses. 


'I'lie first jury session of the New Su- 


perior Court o|«ued at the Court House 
on Monday la*t, Judge Darius Baker 
presiding. The court officers are the 
same us under the former law. 
The 


grand jury was empanelled and retired 
to consider! lie cases presented by the 
attorney general. There was little done 
on the Drst day of the session beyond 
calling the docket and assigning cases 
for trial. 


The grand jury reported Tuesday 


morning, finding four trfle bills. 
No 


indictment was found against W. H. 
KIrby charged with manslaughter in 
causing the death of T. Fred Allen, 
nor against Reuben McGee of James- 
town charged with assault. There were 
two Indictments against Camille Far- 
rent! for forgery of small amounts, and 
two against Robert Rouse, one for forg- 
ery and one for uttering a false token. 
The latter pleaded not guilty ou the 
first count and guilty on the second. 
He was given two years at the State 
prison. Farreuti pleaded not guilty. 


The Urst case heard by the jury was 


that of Samuel Horowitz vs. Michael 
K. Sullivan, to recover the ['rice of a 
collee giiiider. 
Mr. Levy represented 


the plaintiff and Mr. Burdick the de- 
fendant. There was a question as to 
who was tue'owuer of the store, the de- 
fendant or his wife, and as to whether 
the grinder was sold or exchanged. The 
jury found for the defendant. 


The case of Newport Paper and 


Grocery Company vs. John Doutopolis 
was a suit on a hook account, involving 
the matter of crediting payments, a 
debt owed by a former partnership be- 
ing involved. The verdict was for the 
defendant. 


T. T. Pitman vs. Micliael F. Sullivan 


was a suit to recover for advertising. A 
cross account for a small amount was 
allowed. The jury found a verdict for 
the plaiutifl'for J37.38, the full amount 
claimed, less the amount in set-on". 


The case of William E. Brightman 


vs. Margaret K. Uring was heard by a 
jury, Mr. Burdick 
representing the 


plaintitr and Mr. Koehue the defen- 
dant. This case was to recover a com- 
mission of 2J per cent, alleged to be due 
for selling the house of Mrs. Dring to 
Chief of Police Crowley. The plaintiff 
claimed that the salewas made through 
his efforts and that he sent Mr. Crow- 
ley to look at the house. 
For the de- 


fence it was said that the property was 
uever put into Mr. lirightrnan's hands 
for sale. There was considerable con- 
tradictory evidenoe, but the jury after 
being out for a long time returned a ver- 
iict for plaiotifl'for j'liT.M. 


Thursday morning the Tlverlon ca.-e 


of Richard Bright vs. Thuuiai Durfee 
was heard. Tins was a case of trover 
and conversion, some cord wood bein^ 
involved. The wood was cut by plain- 
tid'and left on land that was afterward 
purchased by defendant who claimed 
the cut wood. The verdict WHS for 
plaintiff for £105.04. 


The next case was an actioli of re- 


plevin, William J. Dunn vs. John J. 
Corcoran, involving machinery that 
was at the mine of the Tide Water ('oal 
Company 
in Portsmouth. The cuse 


hinged ou the value of the property, to 
decide whether or not the case bad 
properly come within the jurisdiction 
of the district court.

The finance committee reported that 


all hut £25,000 of the available funds 
had been appropriated and with foO.OOO 
in tuxes yet uncollecteil there is likely 
lo be a deficit unless the departments 
go slowly. Ou recommendation of that 
committee ?I43 was transferred to the 
appropriation for books, stationery and 
printing from that for interesl on noles. 
Theisame committee recommended the 
appropriating of J'JOOO for the police de- 
partment as there is not money enough 
to pay the salaries of the police. Last 
year the appropriation was *4:!,fjOO and 
the extra amount was to make this 
year's appropriation as large "as last 
year's. The sum of fG,30Q would do 
that, so thai amount was voted by ihe 
board of aldermen Instead of the $uooo. 


In the common council the resolution 


caused trouble, Councilman Donnelly 
taking occasion to attack the police 
commission, but was not supported by 
Ihe members of his own party. His 
idea was to limit the appropriation to 
the smallest amount allowed by law, 
*36,UOO for the year, but his motion to 
this effect was beaten, Councilmen 
Rogers and Carr alone voting with 
him. 
The extra appropriation was 


then passed in concurrence. 


On recommendation of the commit- 


lee on streets aud highways a resolu- 
tion was passed directing the street 
commissioner to notify tiie Old Colony 
Street Hallway Company to lemove 
thtir rails on Franklin street aud re- 
place them with grooved rails; also to 
notify Hie company that'the resolutions 
passed June 6, in relation to rails on 
Bath road and Levin street, are modi- 
lied so that the railway company may 
lay a tram rail on Levin street, from a 
point lull feet east of Thomas street to 
Spring slreel, provided the company 
paves with granite blocks between ihe 
tracks and 18 Inches on either side of 
the tracks; also thai a similar rail can 
be hiid on Ratii roud. from the Cliff 
a reuue switch lo the bottom of the 
hill, if the company paves between the 
tracks. A resolution war also passed 
authorizing the curbing and macadam- 
izing of Pine flreel from Third lo Wash- 
ington at a cost of ?2700. 


• A resolution was pasted authorizing 
the city treasurer to pay to the contrac- 
tor ou the new high school the full 
amount of his coutracl money as soon 
as his work is finished, as .Mi. McCor- 
mick states lhalil n ill be done before 
another meeting of the council. A res- I 
olution was passed authoiizine; the pur- j 
chase of a typewriting machine fur the I 
office of collector of taxes at a cost not ! 
to exceed $175. 


On recommendation of the commit- 


tee on streel lights, a gas lamp was au- 
thorized ou Bateman avenue. 
Also 


resolutions were pasted authorizing the 
committee lo advertise for proposals for 
the establishment and maintenance of 
a municipal plant for electric lighting 
and to report the proposals to the city 
c ouncil, and. to advertise for proposals 
for lighting the public streets and 
buildings of the city by electricity for 
terms of one, three or five years, from 
November lo, 19<).5, when the present 
contract expires, and to report Ihe pro- 
posals to the city council.

Otherwise this disturb- 
ance will uot be very radical, except 
that a tropical storm will probably be 
moving northeastward oil' the middle 
Atlantic coasts. 


I am now expecting October weather 


to be much more radical lhau I have 
heretofore Indicated. There are proba- 
bilities of severe tropical storms—uot 
great storms, however. The most prob- 
able dates for these tropical disturb- 
ances will be within n few days of Oct. 
12 aud 27. 


October will be less favorable to cot- 


ton picking aud coru gathering than I 
have heretofore staled aud November 
will be more favorable. Immediately 
following Oct. 7 a great aud geueral 
riseiu temperature may be expected 
aud frosts will be less severe till after 
13. Temperatures will average high 
between Oct. 7 aud 13 and very low 
between 18 and 20.

Dougherty sent in his resigua 
tlon as president and director of tht 
Peoria National bank. He also sent in 
his resignation as superintendent of 
schools. 


Professor Dougherty's arrest created 


a sensation. 
He has been considered a 


wealthy man, owning much 
real 


estate. Including considerable western 
land, and U Interested in a number of 
commercial and financial Institutions 
besides the Peoria National bank. He 
la also a trustee of the fund of $179,001 
held by the National Educational as- 
sociation and le a past president of the 
association. 
He Is a dose friend of

I balloon ascension nt a country fair, 
promlswl for 2 o'clock In the after- 
noon, never occurs until about UK" 
naked an expert parachute Jumper. 


"It always happens, and the explana- 


tion generally is that the preparations 
for the ascennlon could not Iw made 
lu time. This Is rarely the can*, for 
the balloonist never had any Intention 
of going up earlier tliiin just toward 
the close of (lay. The reason for this 
Is that not only is an ascension at any 
other time fraught with a little more 
danger on account of the winds which 
usually prevail, but also because by 
tliese same winds the balloon and para- 
chute are apt to be carried too far 
away, perhaps su far that Injury may 


I befall them belnre they can be recov- 


ered. 


"The old and experienced balloonist 


never makes an ascension except just 
at sundown, Ix-ciiuse with the going 
down of the sun the winds subside 
considerably, fie can go almost straight 
up, bivak away his parachute and 
come down in tho very lot from which 
the ascension was made. 


"There is really very little danger in 


parachute leaping when the man who 
does it is experienced. 
The parachute 


must open and bring him down safely, 
though lie will have a hair raising drop 
like a chunk of lead for about 100 feet, 
the distance usually' covered before the 
big bag opens. Then he can guide his 
descent readily by raising or lowering 
this side or that in order to spill a lit- 
tle air aud thus keep it from drifting. 


"A balloon can't be guided, but a 


parachute with a man of experience 
hanging to it can be controlled as eas- 
ily as a boat, for the reason that by 
tilting it on one Bide you can force it 
In the other direction and thus ma- 
neuver so that if it is desired you can 
deposit yourself on the very spot of 
the ascension. 
It is only the inexpe- 


rienced men who drift or those who 
fear they may incline the bag too* far 
for safety."—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Two hundred and odd wrei-ks of one 


kind or'another, steam and sail, have 
settled in the sands of Sable island. 
Of this there is clear and indisputable 
record. 
Of how many isuud vessels 


that have been driven ashore oil the 
long bars on dark and stormy nights 
or in the whirls of snowstorms uud 
swallowed up in the tine sand before 
mortal eye could make note of their 
disappearing hulls there is no telling.

ideui aud the Senate are in antagonism 
to each other ou the very issue in re- 
gard to which each is must uncompro- 
mising iu opiuiou. 


Senator Foraker iu his address makes 


ibis very plain, even if ii hud imi beeu 
plain before. If ihe Presidem, he says 
should lind himself able to make re- 
ciprocily ireaiies, the Senate would uot 
ratify them unless It found ou examin- 
atiou that they did uut seriously injure 
auy imponaui American industry 
It 


cau be regarded as settled, he adds 
that uo importaut changes, if any are 
to be made iu the tariff treaties of auy 
kind. Iheouiy coucessiou thai Sena- 
tor Koraker made was that "sooner or 
later" there will be a revision of the 
tariff, for the Republican party, "while 
unalterably commitled lo proiecliou is 
uot wedded to schedules." 
But the 


words "soooer or later" give no very- 
great promise of favorable tariff legisla- 
tion by this Congress. 


In regard to the railway rate quec- 


tiou, Senator Foraker says- 


"What appear to be illscriiniuatious 


are in ulauy inslauces found ou inves- 
tigation to be due to competition aud 
Jhe result of natural conditions over 
•which neither Congress nor the rail- 
roads have auy control. There are 
however, many cases for which there 
is no such excuse aud for which we 
must provide au effective remedy. But 
it does not follow that to remedy these 
abuses the rate-making power should 
be conferred ou the interstate Com- 
merce Commission." 


We venture to make the prediction 


that the Senate, aud uot the President 
will be obliged to recede from the posi- 
tion it has assumed In regard to one or 
both of the* questions. The regula- 
tion of railway rates being the subject 
nearest to the President's heart, and 
•the one upon which he ia most deter- 
mined, it will, Iu our opiuiou, be car- 
ried to a successful issue through Cou- 
gress, iu spite of the senatorial opposi- 
tion. The Senate will debate a long 
time. It will put up a stout light, no 
doubt, but iu the end the President will 
triumph. That Is the judgment of 
those who are closest to the real facts 
of the situation. 


The fact is, that the Senate gives in- 


dications of a gradual uccliue iu Ita au- 
thority. For some years past it has 
beeu arrogating to itself the greatest 
power iu tne government, overshadow- 
ing even the President, and almost 
completely dominating the House. But 
now there are unmistakable signs of re- 
volt. Speaker Cauuou is reasserting the 
old-time power of the House of Kepre. 
sentatives, aud President Iloosevelt, 
with the backing of public opiuiou 
aud a persoual popularity of extraordi- 
nary proportions, will be able, it seems 
to us, to force the Senate to do that 
which the country demands.—Wall 
olrect Journal.
